This morning at 11 o'clook Qo
held an ingquest apon the body of ?.’.‘S:;-D&'ém',
who died on Wednestny lakl at the Garman
Hoapitul from injuries reosived In an assanit
upon blm by other purties on the Gth alt, The
following evidence was eliolted:—

August Born sworn—Live northeast porner
Twenly first and Thompaon sireets: on [atar-
day evening, Mareh 6, Mr. George Droll came
Into my place aud toid me that he had got into
nfight in Mr, Helck's house; hesald hae ROL A
::'}f: and whipped the man he was fightiog
Frederick Shelck sworn—Live at Thirty-
first sand Thompson sireets; was in Born's
house ihat evening; one of my drivers, Fre
derlck Bower, came nnd told me that one of my
men bad got Billed; that four persons bronght
the man home, Cssper Welss; he sent for a
doctor; the doetor tola us to send the deceasaed
1o the Hospital; wben I went back Lo Born's
])Iuw I saw Droll there; be told me, *'I have jnst

leked one of your men” I asked nim for wnat
reason; he enld thal Lthe decsased had dons
something to him he did not iike; that ho tuen
got & plece of wood and lMoked him; thauif he
did not K11 him 1L was not his fanlt.

John Horlacher sworn—Am working at
Waller's brewery, In Thompson betwesn 324
and 68d streets; came in to sappor in March on
a Baturday; mysell and Droll came in togelher;
after supperiwe throwed dice for sometning to
drink, and the deceased enterad; Droll said
*Whoever onlers tho roem should treal;" tnse
decensed bronme exolted ngainst Droll and aald
"I want to Bght you;" I interfered In beualf of
Diroll, and the deceased gald, * If you interfare [
will liek you;" the deoeased toolk hold of Droll
and kaocked his  head agalast the
wall; ®roll said “1 doan't want
to fight; we have worked together at Bartol's
and don't want any dispate;” mysell and Qors
nellus Howman rlam.m ourseélves agnlnst the
bar, and I lighted my olgar, and Droll left the
IRvern o go home: the decensed immediately
followed him out; I went onl to get the de-
censed back, and told him “he ought to be
ashamed of himsell Lo biy Lo got np a fighy the
deceased sald, *I'll show himm something o
fight a Bwiegk'" the deccased went across to
James Keller's tavern, besanss Droll generally
wentover Lhere, and the deceassd made the
expression, "I will fight him;"” I saw a man
sitiiog at the window of Keller's tavern, but
could not distinguish who 1t wee; the deceased
went over; I went Into the house, and it was
only a few momenis before my attention was
called to a fight; Ldid not goout; I did not see
whosvas ngbtgs; 1 helped to carry the deceasasd
howe; afterwi¥ds Droll and [ went home te-
gether; Droll sald to me he hoped the man
wonld not die; he didn't say that hestruck him,

Corneliug Howman sworn—Live at Thirty-
firet and Master streets; I was at the tavera of
Jaoeb Helck onSatnrday, the 8th day of March;
Joseph Droll was In the same place; the de-
ceased came in, (Here the witness corroborated
the testimony of the foregoing witness,

Jaeob Helck sworn—Droll and the deceased
both boarded In my house; after supper the de-
ceared wentonut, and was away for half an houar;
we were playlng dice; afterwards the deceascd
eame In and asked Droll to trest; Droll gald
“No, the man who came in last must treat:’
Drodl sal down with hisg back towards the wall:
the deceased sat down facing him; the deceased
sald, “Don’t push my ohair;” the deceased got
up and commenced the fight with Droll; ‘he
pushed him n;mnut the wall several times; Droll
sald, "1 don't want o fight;” the deceased
then wanted lo flght In the streel; a short time
after this Droll went out, and the deceased
followed hlm; ashort time afterwards [ heard
nulkinﬁ; 1 oponed the door and saw the de-
censed Iylng on the pavement; when I opened
the door I gaw Dsoll ron away; I did not see
bim strike; the next morning he found a stick
norcss the street; It was aboul three feet long,
nntlnmoh and a half thick; saw no person else
onlsie,

Jacob Baltz sworn—Live at Thirty-first and
Thompson sireets, Wiiness here corroborated
the mlvgulnﬁ testimony as to the beginnlog of
the fight, and sald that afierwards he met Droll,
who told nlm:—"1 hit one of fnur men, Casper
Weles, and If [ did not kill him It was not my
faull;” Lthe deceased wae afterwards sent to the
hospltal; aflerwards he came to me and
psked me, “"Is the man not dead yel?'" he ssked
the same questlon at my brew-house the next
mornlng; the deceased was a quiet, inoffensive
man,

Uharles Engel sworn—Corroborated the fore-
uolmilulatlmony. and aald that Droil had told
him he had done thebesiing with a etick,

Dr, Bhaplelgh testifled that he made a post
mortem examipation of the body of the de-
ceased; that he found three wonnds on the
head; all partially healed; the boneof the skull
was fraotured, greatly Iractored: the mem-
branes of the brain weére much inflamed; !the
deceased came to hig death from inflammation
of the brain produced by the blows,

The jury rendered the following verdiet;—
Thant the sald Casper Welss came to his death
from vlolenoelfhluwa on the nead) at thehan is
of Joseph Droll, on theevening of March 6, 1569,
at Thirty-first and Jeffarson stroats,

A CAMDEN HORROR.

Infiietiom of a Serlous Woumnd by a
Father upon his Son,

In the basement of a house at Third and
Bpruce streets, in the Bouth ward of Uamden,
bas resided for some time past an old man,
Jobn Diehl b{ name, and sevenly years of age,
who served his country during the late war In
the ranks of the 4th Reglment of New Jersey
Volunteers, and aince his disoharge hns Hterally
pleked up & precarious livelih by gathering
rags, bones, aAnd other refuse of the sircels,
eked out by & trifle of & penslon from the Gov-
ernment. Beveral yeara ago Diehl parted from
his wife, and as the chlidréen prononnced ln
favor of their mother, they have had frequent
quarrels with thelr father on the subject.

On Wednesday evening, Diehl and one of
his sons, named Dhristopher, encountered each
olber in & lager beer saloon, which they left
in company. Walking together for some dis-
tance, they finally reac tho cornar of Fourth
and Cherry streets, In Camden, wbhen the old
man drew a mnrderoul-loohlnf pocket knlfe,
with a four-Jneh blade, and with this Instros
ment he Inflicted in the abdomen of his son
a wonnd of such & serlous obaracter that the
bowels protruded, and & rorttcn of them fell
to the ground, In this frighiful condilion the
unfortunate son was jound by some passers-
by, & few minutes after the ocourrence, and ro-
moved 1o his home, and medioal ald called in.
After great diffieulty, the bowels were replaoced,
and lifestill hung by aslender thread, although
bis condition was extremely critical.

It 18 probable that the twohad been indulging

In 6 quarrel about family matters, although
the son staled that he was assistiog his fathor
home, and that the stabbing was done without
provoecation. The father, however, when
arrested, declared that his son was aboni to
stab him, and that he was obllged Lo use the
knife as he did 1a self-defensa,
Christopher Diehl, the wounded man, who s
about Lhirty ganrﬂ of age, was reported Lo be
muech better this morning, and it may be that
he will yet recover,
